INITIATIVE 700

AN ACT Relating to gambling; adding a new section to chapter 9.46
RCW; and creating a new section.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:

{+ NEW SECTION. +} Sec. 1. Smaller counties have been severely
impacted by the current economic situation. They no longer have a
strong natural resource-related economic base. These counties are
unable to create jobs to finance local schools and services. A change
in the gaming laws would permit these counties to create employment,
support public services, help finance schools, and be less of a
financial burden on the remainder of the state.

{+ NEW SECTION. +} Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 9.46
RCW to read as follows:

A county with a population of less than fifteen thousand is
authorized to license or permit electronic gaming devices, including
slot machines.
